-maucnt homes may register by mail, but their mailed registration cards must reach the places in which they have their 
ipermanent homes by the day named herein. They should apply as soon as practicable to the county clerk of the county 
•wherein they may be for instructions as to how they may accomplish their registration by mail. In case such persons 
ss, through sickness or absence, may be unable to present themselves personally for registration shall be sojourning in 
cities of over thirty thousand population, they shall apply to the city clerk of the city wherein they may be sojourning 
rather than to the clerk of the county. The clerks of counties and of cities of over thirty thousand population in which 
numerous applications from the sick and from nonresidents are expected arc authorized to establish such subagencies and • 
-and to employ and deputize such clerical force as may be necessary to accommodate these applications. 


The power r.gainst which we are arrayed has sought to impose its will upon the ivorld by force. To this end it has 


increased armament until it has changed the face of war. In the sense in which we nave been wont to think of armies 
there are no armies in this struggle/ There are entire nations armed. Thus, the men who remain to till the soil and mr.n 
the factories are no less a part of the army that is France than the men beneath the battle-flags. It must be so with us. It 
is not an army that we must shajw and train for war; it is a nation. To this end our people must draw close in one com-' 
pact front against a common foe. But this can not be if each man pursues a private purix>se. All must pursue one pur- 
pose. The Nation needs all men; but it needs each man, not in, the field that will most pleasure him, but in the endeavor 
that will best serve the common good. Thus, though a sharpshooter pleases to operate a trip_hammer for the forging of 
jireat gun?, and an expert machinest desires to march with the flag, the Nation is being served only when the sharp- 
shooters marches and the umchiiieat remains at his levers. The whole Nation must be a team in which each man shall 
•play the part for which he is best fitted. To this end, Congress has provided that the Nation shall be organized for war 
by selection and that each man shall be classified for service in the place to which it shall best sorve the general good to 
-call him. 


The significance of this can not be overstated. It is a new thing in our history and a landmark in our progress. It 


is a now manner of accepting and vitalizing our duty to give ourselves with thoughtful devotion to the common "purpose 
of. us all. 
__ It is in no sense a conscription of the unwilling; it is, rather, selection from a nation which has volunteered in 


mass. It is no more a choosing of those who. shall march with the colors than it is a selection of those who shall serve an 
equally necessary and devoted purpose in the industries that lie behind the battle line. 


The day here named is the time upon wh:ch all shall present themselves for assignment to their tasks.' It is for that

To one c?g beaten slightly stir In 


three-quarters of a cupful sugar, a lit- 
tle cinnamon and nutmeg, two tea- 
Fpoonfols of the melted fat you use for 
frying, one teaspoonful soda In oce 
cupful of sweet milk, two teaspoonfuls 
cream of tartar In sifted tread flour. 
Stir stiff enough to handle, I never 
measure my flour, but can tell when It 
Is rl?ht In my hands on the board. 
Cut out all at once, using little end* 
for twisted doughnuts so as not to 
mold over. 


Let stand on board half an hour to 


raise, and fry In hot fat. When my fat 
begins to smoke It Is hot enough. Turn 
doughnuts as soon as they rise, am! 
keep turning. I find they cook more 
even, with fewer holes, than when 
turned only once, 1 use also a little 
salt, about one-quarter tetspoonful 
and I think the three-quarters cupfu 
of sugar makes them lighter than a fnl 
cup.
